It was raasonahio to conclude 
that with this feeling of responsibility

. tbava would; come an iiiciuiry into the 
}. Mlationa which Ireland held to Eng- 
i-i land and the result of English rule in 
Ireland. Ho thought it reasonable to 
hope that tho conclusions at wliichthe 
people of Eughmi would arrive would

tlioir inability to meet the'.v eiig;ign- 
ments until the hour for closing the 
London Stock Exehango and prevent- 
ing a run of them befo 'e to-morrow. 
Tho bankrupt lirm ditl an immense 
business witli Australia, Iiulia and all 
parts of the world. They dealt lar;,'e- 
ly in American jiroducls, I'oLton espe- 
cially, and tho immediate cause of 
their downfall is supposed to be an 
ower whelming infiu of drafts from the 
South against cotton consigned to 
thorn by planters and dealers in that 
region.

Such' ft climate Baliali Colniul)i:i of- 
fers; and wo are ylad to know that 
there is a f^rowing disposition to seek 
its genial shores. Scarcelj n stoanior 
arrives that duea not biio,:,' n greater 
or less number of tlieso homo-aeol;ors, 
Taere is reason to espool that they 
will oomo iu very mucli larger numbers 
during the prseent year. The increase 
may be attributed to two causes: tbe 
exceptionally rigorous winter just past, 
and tho better knowledge of tbe Paci- 
fic Province. "We bave just learned 
that from a single neighbourhood in 
the Province of Ontario, Orillia, a 
party of one hundred persons, includ- 
ing a number of famiJiea.are preparing 
to come here La May next. This party 
is made up of laborers, farmers and 
mocbanics, — respectable and indiis 
trious people, just the kind of pcojile 
to do well both for ihonisclvos aii<l 
Columbia. And .sur(dv there will be 
room and work fur all. Would it not 
be de.sirablo that tho (iovernment 
should make fitting preparation forllio 
proper reception and diieclionof Urose 
who Como? What about tlie Imiui- 
gration Agent for this Province pro- 
vided for ill the Dominion Estimates? 
The $1,000 appears in the annual ap- 
propriations for tliQ fiahuy of that 
mythical ollicer; but beyond that there 
are no indicationn of his existence. 
We believe the other Provinces, nr 
some of them, kave similar agencies in 
active and useful operation; and sure- 
ly none stands more in need of such 
an organization than C'ohinihia.

trict was a BuHioiont ans wei' to this. He 
would oppose tho i5ill and coasidered it 
wrong ill principle from lirst to last and 
contrary to tho drift of legislatibnoa this 
subject in every freu country. 

The Hon. Chief Commissioner said that 
the only difTc^roncoi botween this Act and 
tho last was that it prescribed a residence 
of 12 months instead of fd.'i in order to 
qualify. Ho 8n'"d also that tho Act of 
last session was not projierly worded. He 
assorted that ho was informed that even 
now there wore upon the ndls of Victoria 
nftmes of residents of I'uget Souud. Was 
this, ho nskod, a proiior Htato of things ? 
He believed that residence should give 
tho right to voto. Even al'owing that 
under tho Act of last session no abuses 
existed, yot if the lion, gontlorann who 
spoko last would rnad it ho v^ould roo 
how easy it was that they should exist. 
Ho did not think that changing tlin le- 
quired period of residence from (> montiis 
to 12 could bo sucn a serious trouble us 
it had been represented to be. 

Mr. Holbrook thought the clauso which 
comjielled registrarion overy yi>ar would 
be very vexatious, and would tend todis- 
franchiso many poisons. IIo thought the 
publio were very well satisfied wiih tlv> 
working of the present Act and ho oliji-et- 
od to alterations which wo'ild or.?.itu use- 
less troubles. Healso thought lliat it 
might have a tendency to reduce tho vr- 
tav^ lists and thereby make tho popula- 
tion of tho Colony appear sinall in ^ the 
eyes of Canadians, Tlio hon. Chief t'oin- 
missioiier had forgotten to say, when 
gpeaking of voters from Pueet Sontul, 
Ac, that the person placing his naino on 
tho voter's list could not actually voto 
until after the list was revised, and he 
thought thi,'» and other safeguards exist- 
ed wliioh wore amply sullii'ii'nt against 
this evil. Ho gave examples of many 
circumstances under which piM'soiis li.iv- 
ing largo iutorosts ill the coiinlry might 
ho disfraoobisod under tho propo.-ed 
measure and he hoped the Bill would not 
pass to a second reading. 

Mr. Smitbo thouglit it must have ro 
quired a large amount of assurance to ask 
tho House to pass a Dill of tho nature cf 
tho one before tlie House witliont being 
able to advance any argument in favor of 
it, or showing any necessity for it. As 
far as the remarks relating to the Act of 
last session being disallowed this matter- 
ed little, as wo could fall back on tho 
previous Act which, on tho autliority of 
the Premier in his speech .is introducer 
of tho present measure, was as good and 
almost identical with tho one under dis- 
cussion. Ho remembered that on the 
olosing of the House last feU^r the Pre- 
mier had mado tho Governor say in refer- 
ence to tho Act then pasi^cd that ho was 
sure it would give sut isfiift i m , uml n;)w 
without showing aii\- reasun for sd doing, 
they proposed to supersede it. lie thought 
tliftt a declaration should only be requir- 
ed from strangers, and if amoudiueuts 
with regard to this matter were necessary 
they might have been mado without de- 
«tr( ying last year's Act an I going back to 
tho old illiberal measure. H » also ob- 
jected to tho clause which maile lish of one 
aud flesh of another, and thought tl.at 
tho Premier's own district appeared to 
have bean specially exempted from the 
operation of that part of the Bill requir- 
ing a 12 months' resideni'O. 

Mr. W. A. Kobertson tlxiught that thi> 
Gavernment luiisl li,- nfraidof the people. 
They wero continually liudgiiig tle in 
solves round with provisiL)in :'.-;iiii-*t vo- 
ters, against coiitractors ami periioin of 
all classes. The hon. (;hief Commi-ssiou- 
or had enid that tho naipes of residents 
on Pugot dound m^ght be found ois tho 
voters' list. If the hon. gentleman would 
look n little closer ho wouM timl _ re-.id 
rnts of London on it and of San Fraiieis 
CO. Ho did not think this amounted to 
anything. Tho Government were taunt 
ing tho Opposition a day or two ago with 
tinkering with the Con«titution, and now 
they wore tinkering with it themselves 
He believed tho Act of last session was a 
very good one, and ho wonid vote against 
tho pi-fisent measure. 

Dr. Tolmie said the only argument of 
any foroo which ho had heard fn-m the 
ranks of tho Government was that tho 
Premier had hoard {not officially) that 
the Biil of last se.'sion woulcl be disallow- 
He thought it was diflieult <'nungh 
already to get peo|)le to take interi'st in 
politics and he would vote agniu t the Hill. 

Mr. Booth was satisfied with the Act of 
last session, but there worn nmendmeuts 
needed. It was noeessnry to detiua rosi 
deuce. The pe s 'iit IMl'irropo-o.! to do 
it. T'ho passing of this bill to a fiacond 
reading did not sfciuo its pa-^sage. 

Mr. Humphroys had read the bill very 
carefully and was not favorably impicH-i- 
ed with it. He did not think i' o Pre 
mier or the hon. Chief Coiniiiis.ioniM- 
had provod the neco-^sity for the li.ll. He 
treated witli seorn the a".i-rl i ' t hai llo' 
bill under diseus.-iioii niul tho lull of last 
session wore identical. Tho hitter was 
far more complicated— 30 clauses against 
24— and a greater number of sehediile 
forms and numerous interpretation 
clauses which were again suflOfqitibhi of 
many meanings. Hn regretted that siudi 
a bin as this was ili-ieiiivd li.'f.MC -uieh 
a slim house, aud cousidoroil 't bore out 
tha statements which li.-.d been made ; 
that the people of Uriiisli (.;(duiiibia were I 
apathetio in theso matter.s. Ho tauaiod i 
tho hon. introducer of the bill with m : 
gratitude towards Chinese and other ! 
aliens, altii'-.ugh he Irid b.-iMi first rle..\,> l 
by such. He had nollimr; \y <!'i "itli ^ 
this, howovor, but ho oiijefted must Ae- 
oidodly to an attenqil to iii-.fr.iu,'!ii-;e a { 
large number of the Briti di ] ijiuir.iicei j 
of this Province. Uo charaoUu-ized the 
bill asa subtle olootioncering dodge and | 
apoke of many farm-hands in the upiier j 
country who could not bo said to have a j 
permanent ros-deiice aud who would bn 
all disfranoiu^ed by tho passing of this 
bill. Thoy were aUvnys traveling (pom 
farm to farm and oao.i»ionally viiitiug 
tho mines. How could these men votf- 
undin- tho moa^iuo bol'(jio tho Hou^"> ? j 
Ho declared that nev.'r during the perio i j 
when tho I'rovineo was a (Jrown colony i 
had tho ollicials dared to bring in siuh a 
bill as this. (Hear hear.) It would really | 
appear that this bill was mainly planned 
to onoblo the present Govrrnment to ro 
tain power. It ought novor to liavo iieee 
brought forward unless the Governiin'iit 
woro able to jirove that tho bill of last yea 
was disallowed.

in the cotiutvv before exorcising thefran- 
chi.se, and he certainly did uot think tho 
eslra six months any grcnt hanlship. 
The sending of the bill into Committee 
d d not ensure its passing as it stood and 
auuniilmeuts could bo made to. it. He 
would voto for the .second reading. 

TIjo Premier said it was well known 
that persons had coino ovor from the 
Sound and elsewhere and had their 
names put on the electoral roll. Ho wish 
ed only to (irotoct tho legitimate voter in 
his rights and prevent him from being 
outvoted bv those who'had no right to 
the franidiise. Ho hoped that lio more
